OUR political landscape could see a major shift 
following next month’s county council elections 
after two of the main parties revealed they could 
unite to provide genuine opposition to the domi¬ 
nant Conservatives. 

The local leaders of the Labour Party, Gordon 
Cowan, and Liberal Democrats, Trudy Dean, said if 


both parties gain sufficient seats on May 2, they 
would look to hold talks about forming an opposi¬ 
tion coalition in the corridors of power at Kent 
County Council. 

Currently, the Conservatives have 73 seats 
against just 12 held by a combination of Labour, 
the Lib Dems, Ukip and the independents. 

But with Ukip expected to erode the Tory 
vote, and Labour anticipating making significant 
gains, it could be the recipe for a far more politi¬ 


cally vibrant County Hall. 

Given the size of their current majority, the To¬ 
ries seem destined to remain in control. 

The only time in recent memory when KCC was 
not controlled by the Tories was between 1993 
and 1997 when a Liberal/Labour coalition held 
the balance of power. However, when Medway 
Council split to became a unitary authority the 
county once more returned to being true blue.

Labour sparks political row over 
cost of repairs needed during 
the coming years to our schools

SCHOOLS in Kent are facing a backlog 
of repairs costing a staggering £141 
million, according to new figures. 

But whether it’s leaking roofs or ma¬ 
jor structural work, many are facing a 
long wait before repairs are carried out. 

Figures released under a Freedom of 
Information request made by the La¬ 
bour Party show the most urgent works 
- classed as category D and those which 
need to be completed within 12 months 
to ensure health and safety is met - will 
cost £6.7m. 

For category A, where work must be 
carried out in five years or more; cate¬ 
gory B, work completed in three to five 
years; and category C, completed in two 
years, combined costs come to a mas¬ 
sive £134m. 

Education chiefs at County Hall said 
the figures did not take into account 
money given directly to academies to 
pay for repairs. 

But Labour leader on Kent County 
Council, Gordon Cowan, told KoS the 
repair bill was “bad news for schools”. 

“Our children deserve to go to well 
maintained schools, they deserve a 
school environment that inspires and 
motivates them - they do not deserve 
shoddy, poorly maintained school build¬ 
ings,” he said. 

“Many of these schools were due to 
get funding for repairs from the Labour 
government’s Building Schools for the 
Future programme, but the Conserva¬ 
tive-led Government abandoned the 
scheme. 

“The situation is a disgrace and Tory- 
led Kent County Council has done noth¬ 
ing to pursue the cause to get the schools 
in a good state of repair for today’s pu¬ 
pils and those in the future.” 

But cabinet member for education at 
KCC, Mike Whiting, told this newspaper 
the £141m was an “erroneous” figure. 

He stressed that schools that had be¬ 


come academies - which are no longer 
under local authority control - had ac¬ 
cess to other funds for repairs from ei¬ 
ther central Government or sponsors 
which KCC was not even aware of. 

“A lot of schools that become acade¬ 
mies end up getting their own budget 
for repairs,” he said. 

“I’m aware some schools got £5m for 
replacing mobiles. A lot of money comes 
to academies that we don’t know about, 
so this £141m figure is not accurate. 

“I know of an academy that just got 
£100,000 to repair a roof. 

“There’s a lot more money that goes 
through KCC’s books to pay for repairs 
for schools and we’re committed to 
making sure they are carried out.” 


He stressed that a large portion of the 
£141m was for repairs needed in the 
next two to five years and not urgent 
safety-related repairs. 

“I think the £141m figure is errone¬ 
ous,” he added. 

A Department for Education spokes¬ 
man said the Government was spend¬ 
ing £6 billion over the course of this 
parliament on school maintenance. 

“We are undertaking a nationwide 
survey of 24,000 schools so we can help 
those that need it most,” he said. 

“We are spending more on improving 
existing schools and building new ones 
in this parliament than the previous 
government spent in its first two parlia¬ 
ments combined-£18bn.”

HISTORY 


In 2003, the Labour government 
introduced its £55bn Building 
Schools for the Future project to 
improve every secondary school in 
the country, either by refurbish¬ 
ment or a complete rebuild. 

Kent's overall programme - the 
largest building scheme in Europe 
- was worth an estimated £1.8bn. 

Eleven schools were rebuilt or 
refurbished, but the scheme was 
axed under the Coalition. 

Forty Kent schools preparing 
for refurbishment were told it 
wouldn't happen - leaving some 
crumbling while others boasted 
new state-of-the-art facilities. 

KCC took legal action against 
the Government, stating the way 
it scrapped BSF was unfair and 
unlawful, the action was successful. 

Last year, the Government 
announced the Priority School 
Building Programme and a £2bn 
budget for work to be carried out 
on chosen schools over five years. 

In Kent, 14 schools were 
selected - many of them primary - 
but others were left disappointed. 

One of those was Hartsdown 
Technology College, which was 
dealt a double blow after seeing 
its BSF scheme scrapped, despite 
being in advanced stages, and then 
missing out on the latest funding.

Scents and 
the city are 
academic 
for designer

IN A world of sat navs and smart phones, there is 
little need for an old fashioned map these days, 
even less so a good sense of direction. 

And as far as using your nose to sniff out some 
good food and drink, it’s unlikely society will re¬ 
sort to going back to the basics. 

But a Kent-based academic is using exactly 
that to map out famous cities, including Edin¬ 
burgh, Paris, Glasgow and Manchester - and her 
hometown of Canterbury is next on the list. 

Kate McLean, a senior graphic design tutor at 
Canterbury Christ Church University, is creating 
a series of ‘smell maps’, plotting major cities us¬ 
ing only her nose. 

Going on ‘smell walks’ with local people, Ms 
McLean records dominant, lingering scents in 
the places she visits. 

She then bottles the recorded smells and places 
them at the appropriate place on the map. 

The designer, who sold her last piece to the 
National Library of Scotland, said: “I love the ex¬ 
ploration and discovery of smell mapping. 

“When other kids had posters of pop groups on 
their walls, I had charts depicting world circum¬ 
navigations by famous explorers from Erikson 
and Magellan to Cook. 

“During the past 15 years I have travelled to 
many places and become increasingly interested 
in cities, exploring and recalling them in unex¬ 
pected ways. I find smells and scents compelling 
in that they have a power to evoke the ambience 
and atmosphere of specific places and times.” 

Ms McLean, who has been lecturing at Christ 
Church for the past two years, collects her smells 
in different ways, from scooping up greasy chip 
paper covered in salt and vinegar, to using distil¬ 
lation methods to produce the scent of a public 
toilet. 

The collected information is reproduced on a 
colour-coded guide representing the smells and 
areas of each city. 

Ms McLean, the only British cartographer to 
explore smell mapping, adds: “Those stories are

personal but also location-specific. I simply chose 
to combine smells and maps to create new smell 
maps of cities worldwide.” 

Ms McLean is intending to create Canterbury’s 
very own smell map as she studies to gain her 
PhD in September. 

But will it be the whiff of tourists’ packed 
lunches in the Old Buttermarket or the scent of 
cut grass in Dane John Gardens that most tickles 
the snout? 

“I want to involve students at Canterbury 
Christ Church University, the community and 
various interest groups to decipher what the city 
smells like and if those smells spark any memo¬ 
ries from people’s childhood or events in their 
lives,” she added. 

But before that, her current work will be on 
show at the Sidney Cooper Art Gallery in Canter¬ 
bury until April 2 7.

Crackdown on ice cream sellers 


AS THE sun finally pokes its 
head out of the clouds, an 
army of ice cream vans will 
be set to take to the county's 
streets - closely followed by a 
squad of environmental health 
officials. 

They will Look to get tough 
on health risks posed by 
microbes that can sometimes 
be found living in soft ice 
cream - and the equipment 
used to serve it up. 

Both traditional ice cream 
vans and shops will be 
inspected. 

It is feared the Long winter 
may have left ice cream gear 


idle Longer than usual, and 
potentially become a breeding 
ground for bugs. 

Tonbridge & Mailing 
Borough Council is the first to 
announce the routine random 
testing of vendors, in a scheme 
that is being rolled out across 
the whole county in coming 
weeks. 

The officers won't taste any 
of the ice cream itself. Instead, 
random samples will be taken 
for microbiological testing to 
check that they meet hygiene 
and safety standards. 

Jane Heeley, chief environ¬ 
mental health officer at 


Tonbridge council, said: “We 
want to ensure that all soft ice 
creams are as good as they 
Look before the summer trade 
begins. 

"Thankfully, most vendors 
are doing a great job of keeping 
their machines clean and 
storing their ice cream properly 
but this sampling programme 
aims to ensure that everyone 
meets the hygiene and safety 
standards required." 

Councils carry out a whole 
variety of strict food sampling 
programmes throughout the 
year to ensure food is safe for 
consumers.

Free school 
plans on show 

A DRAFT masterplan of a 
proposed free school in the 
village of Wye, near Ashford, 
will be made public this week. 

It forms part of a public 
consultation into plans to 
create a secondary school 
based in buildings owned by 
Imperial College London and 
left empty since 2009. It goes 
on show between Friday and 
Saturday at the Kempe Centre 
at Olantigh Road.

HIGHWAY bosses have deemed 
their winter roads service a 
“success” despite seemingly be¬ 
ing caught unawares after 
snow showers ground the east 
of the county to a halt last 
month. 

Kent County Council’s high¬ 
ways and transportation win¬ 
ter review report, due to be dis¬ 
cussed at County Hall on 
Tuesday, found the colder 
months to have been “man¬ 
aged well” even though hun¬ 
dreds of motorists became 
trapped in snow and crashed 
on icy roads during the unusu¬ 
al spring blizzard. 

The report, put together by 
cabinet member for highways 
Bryan Sweetland and transport 
director John Burr, evaluated 
the two “emergencies” that oc¬ 
curred over January 18-20 and 
March 11-12. 

An emergency is deemed to 
be when more than 50mm of 
snow is expected to fall across

the county. 

The report says: “Overall this 
season’s winter service has 
been successful with many 
compliments received by mem¬ 
bers of the public and organisa¬ 
tions and businesses. The two 
emergencies were managed 
well though it is acknowledged 
that difficulties did occur dur¬ 
ing the second one and steps 
are being taken to review this.” 

But motorist Dave Hobday, 
who found his 45 minute jour¬ 
ney home to Ramsgate take 10 
hours in March, was less com¬ 
plimentary: “As far as I am 
concerned, they messed up.”

Could a ‘super 
coalition’ offer 
real opposition 
to Tory control 
at County Hall? 

Ahead of the forthcoming local elections plans 
are afoot for Labour and Lib Dems to combine 
and challenge Conservative dominance of KCC

LABOUR and the Liberal Democrats look set to 
team up and form a fierce coalition opposition if 
the Conservatives once again rule over County 
Hall after next month’s local elections. 

The Tory Party current dominates Kent 
County Council with 73 seats compared to a 
total of just 12 held by the oth¬ 
er parties combined. 

And while it is nigh-on im¬ 
possible to forsee the Conserv¬ 
atives being ousted, a ‘super 
coalition’ formed by opposition 
parties could, at least, bring 
some pressure to bear on the ex¬ 
isting power base. 

Both Labour leader Gordon 
Cowan and Lib Dem leader 
Trudy Dean said it was possible 
the two parties could join forces 
if they separately gain enough 
seats on May 2 to create “genu¬ 
ine opposition” for the domi¬ 
nant Tories. 

Currently, the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats hold just seven seats, La¬ 
bour three, Ukip one and one 
independent. 

But, if Labour make progress 
by reclaiming those seats lost 
the last time the county went 
to the polls in 2009, it could go 
some way towards balancing 
the council chambers. 

It would also throw up the 
fascinating prospect of a nation¬ 
al coalition of the Tories and Lib 
Dems dictating on a local level 
to a Conservative Party op¬ 
posed by a Lib/Lab coalition. 

“A stronger opposition is always better,” said 
Cllr Cowan, who is confident his party can win 
back the 19 seats lost in the 2009 elections. 

“We would look at potential parties, like the 
Lib Dems, to see if we feel as though together 
we could get resolutions which would be better 
for people in Kent. 

“That is what it’s all about; sitting down and

talking about what we can do together. 

“Over the last four years there have been 
motions where the Lib Dems have supported us 
and when we’ve supported them. 

“A stronger opposition would mean some 
things we believe are good for the people of Kent 
are pushed through when the Tories would 
rather they were not.” 

Lib Dem leader Cllr Dean - who also feels con¬ 
fident her party will gain more 
seats - would not be drawn into 
making election predictions, 
but said there could be an op¬ 
position coalition. 

“I can’t see Labour winning 
outright to take control of the 
council; that’s never happened 
in its history, ” she said. 

“But it’s possible there could 
be an opposition coalition.” 

Alongside the three main par¬ 
ties, Ukip is beginning to emerge 
as a credible contender with 
predictions the party could win 
votes from disillusioned Con¬ 
servative supporters. 

Its leader Nigel Farage, from 
Westerham near Sevenoaks, 
would not rule out forming an 
opposition coalition with La¬ 
bour and the Lib Dems, al¬ 
though he admitted it was not 
something he had thought 
about. 

“It would depend on policy 
and what it would help us as a 
party to achieve,” he said. 

“This is not something we’ve 
so far considered or debated. 
Our main priority is to get rep¬ 
resentation on the council. ” 
This year Ukip is emerging as 
one of the major parties, fielding candidates for 
74 seats - a 5 6 per cent rise from the 2 7 it fought 
in the 2009 county council election. 

The right-wing party comes ahead of the Lib 
Dems in terms of candidate numbers, with the lat¬ 
ter dropping to become the fourth largest party, 
fielding 70 hopefuls for 83 per cent of the seats. 

But its looks as though Ukip is hot on the tail

HISTORY SHOWS HOW KENT HAS FAVOURED BEING BLUE 


KENT County Council has been dominated by 
the Conservative Party throughout its history. 

But in living memory they have not always 
had it their own way. 

In 1993, the Liberals and Labour polled 
enough votes to join forces and create a 
coalition. It meant during 1993 and 1997 the 
council was headed by joint leaders: John 
Ovenden of Labour and Allison Wainman for 
the Liberals. 

The county council was originally formed 
as a result of the Local Government Act of 
1888, which was passed by Lord Salisbury's 
Conservative government. 

Its aim was to hand over administrative 
duties to elected representatives, whereas 
previously they had been undertaken by 
appointed magistrates who performed them 
in addition to their judicial role. 

Throughout the 1950s and 60s the Tories 
dominated power at County Hall. 

In the 1973 election they won 63 seats 


compared to Labour's 31, seven for the 
Liberals and two independents. Although 
their majority fluctuated slightly, they 
continued in power until the election of 1993. 

Then, they obtained 40 seats with Labour 
on 30 and the Liberals on 29. So a coalition 
was formed and the Conservatives were 
forced into opposition. 

But while 1997 saw Tony Blair sweep to 
power nationally, Sir Sandy Bruce-Lockhart 
led his local Conservative group back into 
power at County Hall, winning 46 seats, 
double that of Labour, with the Liberal 
Democrats on 15. 

Labour's presence was hit as Medway 
broke away to become a unitary authority, a 
reorganisation which saw the number of KCC 
councillors dip from 99 to 84. 

Four years later the Conservatives gained 
six more seats and a further one in 2005, 
when the leadership passed to current leader 
Cllr Paul Carter. 


of the Tories and some predict the party could 
loosen the Conservative’s grip on Kent. 

Ukip’s county chairman Mo Eleanor said 
the party’s target areas are Tunbridge Wells, 
Ashford, Dartford, Swale and Margate West. 

But the Tories, which have retained a strong¬ 
hold over the council throughout its history, are 
almost certain to retain the majority in tradi¬ 
tionally true blue Kent. 

The Lib Dems are confident they can make 
headway in winning back local votes following 
the collapse in support after the Government 
coalition was formed. 

This year, the Green Party has increased the 
number of candidates fighting for seats from 41 
in 2009 to 43 this year. 


Their key seats are Tonbridge, Canterbury 
South West and Maidstone Central. 

Assessing the party’s chances, spokesman for 
Kent Green Party, Steve Dawe, said: “Our best 
possibilities are Tonbridge, due to splitting of the 
Conservative vote by Ukip; Canterbury South 
West, due to the collapsing Lib Dem vote in an 
area where voters seem more likely to switch to 
Green than Labour given low Labour votes in 
this division; and Maidstone Central, due to con¬ 
sistent Green Party efforts in this area, similar to 
those in Tonbridge, but also as a result of declin¬ 
ing Lib Dem support and a total eclipse of Labour 
votes throughout Maidstone.”

NSPCC’s ‘disturbing’ find prompts 
tough response from welfare chief

SOCIAL care chiefs at County Hall have defended 
their work in keeping vulnerable children safe 
after a charity pointed out the “disturb¬ 
ing” level of at-risk youngsters in 
Kent. 

The backlash came after a warn¬ 
ing by the NSPCC stating that 
while there were fewer children 
dying through assault or suicide, 
there was still a high level - 953 - 
under child protection plans, one of 
the highest numbers in the country. 

The number in Medway is 346, so the 
total for the county is 1,299. 

But cabinet member for specialist children’s 


services at Kent County Council, Jenny Whittle, 
said using the 953 figure was a “crude assess¬ 
ment”. 

She said: “The NSPCC is looking at this number 
and just seeing a high figure - but KCC is the 
size of about 10 London boroughs. 

“When taking into account the size 
of the authority and putting this into 
context, the number of children un¬ 
der child protection plans is actu¬ 
ally lower than the national aver¬ 
age.” 

Cllr Whittle said there is also a 
number of areas of deprivation in 
Kent, where the likelihood of children 
being at risk is higher. She said: “If you look 
at Thanet or parts of Swale, they have more child 
protection plans than in west Kent.”

Police tsar in firing line 

KENT'S Police and Crime Commissioner Ann 
Barnes continues to be the focus of a fierce 
campaign of criticism by national newspaper the 
Daily Mail in the aftermath of the Paris Brown 
Twitter debacle.

Runners will not be derailed by Boston tragedy 


Joe Bill finds out about the preparations to ensure thousands of runners get to the race on time 


THE tragic events in Boston earlier this 
week are not expected to deter thou¬ 
sands of runners and spectators from 
the county flooding into the capital this 
weekend to take part in the Virgin Lon¬ 
don Marathon. 

The 26-mile race will see nearly 
40,000 people take part - including a 
blend of elite athletes and fun runners. 

Southeastern will be putting on extra 
trains to cope with the influx of passen¬ 
gers, with congestion particularly ex¬ 
pected around the start line in Black- 
heath and close to main spectator points 
on the route. 

Spokesman for Southeastern, Alison 
Nolan, said: “Sunday will be a busy day 
across the rail network.

Among those competiting will be TV 
presenter and former Bucks Fizz star 
Cheryl Baker, 59, who lives in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells. It will be her second mar¬ 
athon - the first of which she described 
as “torture”.

Is new patient advice 
line to blame for rise 
in A&E admissions?

FINGERS are being pointed at the new 
NHS 111 phone number as a contrib¬ 
uting factor to an unprecedented 
surge on the county’s hospitals earlier 
this month. 

The amount of patients flooding 
into the Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
Mother in Margate, William Harvey 
in Ashford and Kent and Canterbury 
hospitals reached such high levels 
that a “major incident procedure” was 
implemented. This measure is nor¬ 
mally only put into action following a 
major incident such as a motorway 
pile-up or train crash. 

But some local GPs say the new tel¬ 
ephone service, which replaces NHS 
Direct, is “risk averse” and therefore 
directed callers - who could have re¬ 
ceived adequate treatment from their 


GP or minor injury unit - to accident 
and emergency departments. 

Operators of the new 111 phone¬ 
line, which is being phased in over the 
coming months, the South East Coast 
Ambulance Service Trust (SECAmb), 
would neither confirm nor deny the 
suggestions when we put the claims 
to it. 

Chair of the Kent Local Medical 
Committee, an organisiation repre¬ 
senting GPs, Dr Stephen Meech, told 
medical publication GP: “The biggest 
change recently, locally, has been 
NHS 111, which we know is some¬ 
what risk averse and will tend to refer 
to A&E cases which, if they went 
through to the out-of-hours service, 
would probably be given some advice 
and told to see their GP in the next day 
or two if things don’t improve.” 

CCGs nationally and the British 
Medical Association have called for a 


halt to the NHS 111 service until it 
has been “rigorously tested” and “as¬ 
surances can be given that patients 
will receive appropriate advice”. 

But SECAmb has defended the NHS 
111 facility, stating it is still in the 
very early stages of implementation in 
the area. 

A trust spokesman said: “We must 
recognise that this is a new service for 
the public and we are still learning 
about the different reasons why pa¬ 
tients access the service and the most 
appropriate ways for us to respond to 
their needs. 

“We recognise there is a need for 
improvement, which is why we are 
working closely with commissioners 
to resolve any issues.” 

SECamb also said there were expla¬ 
nations for the longer call-back times 
with patients not always answering 
the phone at the first attempt. One re¬

port suggested a man, believed to be 
from the county, had to wait 11 hours 
for a call back. 

The spokesman said: “Patient safety 
is our number one priority which may 
account for longer than average call 
back times for our region. 

“SECAmb is contracted to under¬ 
take three attempts to call back a pa¬ 
tient. These are all included in the call 
back time data whether they are suc¬ 


cessful or not. If no one answers on 
these attempts and we feel it is impor¬ 
tant for us to speak to the patient be¬ 
cause of the nature of their call, we 
will leave that call in the queue for a 
clinician to try again later on. These 
are also included in the overall call 
back time. 

“We are looking to establish wheth¬ 
er the data we are providing for this is 
in line with other organisations.” 


OBITUARY 


Tributes as highly respected 
nuclear expert dies on the 
same day as PM he advised 


A LEADING scientist and archaeologist, Dr 
Frank Panton has died. He was 89. 

Particularly associated with important 
historical finds in Kent, Dr Panton, pictured, also 
had a glittering career in government scientific 
circles and was decorated for his work as a 
bomb disposal expert in World War Two, 
receiving the MBE. 

He died of natural causes on the 
same day as Baroness Thatcher - 
the prime minister he had advised 
on nuclear fission and its use 
around the world. 

As chairman of Canterbury 
Archaeological Trust, Dr Panton 
was involved in many discover¬ 
ies, including the Bronze Age 
Boat found under the streets of 
Dover in 1992 and Anglo-Saxon 
churches under the nave of 
Canterbury Cathedral two years 
later. 

Trust director Paul Bennett said: 

“When Frank retired as chairman in 2000, 
these projects and other works undertaken in 
education established the trust as an industry 
leader, with a national reputation for the quality 
of its work." 

But before he moved to Canterbury in the 
1980s Dr Panton had been an extremely 
influential figure on the world scientific stage - 
particularly in the nuclear field. 

He was technical advisor to a body overseeing 


the decommissioning of controversial nuclear 
tests which was based in Geneva in the late 
1950s and early 60s, before being appointed UK 
defence attache in Washington DC, a post he 
held from 1963 to 1967. 

He continued to advise in senior roles both to 
the Ministry of Defence and the Army, 
including a spell at the cutting edge 
military research facility of Fort 
Halstead, Sevenoaks. 

After his official retirement Dr 
Panton was still employed as a 
consultant in atomic and rocket 
research. 

He was also an influential 
figure in the Kent Archaeologi¬ 
cal Society, contributing 
authoritative articles to its 
journal Archaeologia Cantiana. 
Mr Bennett said: "Frank was an 
exceptionally talented man and a 
great friend. He gave freely and 
unstintingly of his time, considerable 
talents and experience to all those 
organisations he supported. His wise counsel 
and friendship will be sadly missed by all of us 
and our sympathy and thoughts are with his 
widow Pauline and the family. 

"We had great plans for his 90th birthday 
which would have taken place soon. We shall 
still have a party in his memory." 

The funeral takes place on Tuesday, April 30, 
at 2pm, at Tunstall Church, near Sittingbourne.

WHAT WAS OPERATION CHASTISE? 


Carried out on May 16-17,1943, the raid 
deployed Barnes Wallis' bouncing bombs 
to attack German dams. 

British authorities had identified the Ruhr 
Valley as heavily industrialised, playing a key 
role in both generating hydro-electricity and 
provding the water for steel-making. As such, it 
was a key strategic target. 

Any air raid would need to be done with 
remarkable accuracy in the face of enemy 
defences, which military chiefs feared would 
be impossible. The bouncing bombs, which 


skimmed across the water's surface, however, 
solved the problem. 

The Mohne and Edersee Dams were 
breached, causing catastrophic flooding of the 
Ruhr Valley and of villages in the Eder Valley, 
the Sorpe dam was also slightly damaged. 

The drum-shaped bombs worked by being 
dropped at low altitude while spinning 
backwards. They bounced over the torpedo 
nets before reaching the dam wall. The residual 
spin would then see the bomb run down to the 
base of the dam, underwater, before detonating.

DIGNITARIES will gather at Kings Hill next 
month for a special service to mark the 70th an¬ 
niversary of the Dambusters. 

Today a major residential and business hub, 
the site was previously better known as RAF 
West Mailing - a vital air base during the conflict. 

It has close ties with the Dambusters raid, 
which saw the deployment of Sir Barnes Wallis’ 
‘bouncing bombs' to destroy the dam in Germa¬ 
ny’s Ruhr Valley. 

Not only were the bombs tested off the north 
Kent coast, but the mission’s squadron com¬ 
mander, Guy Gibson, served with 29 Squadron 
which was based at RAF West Mailing in 
1941/42. 

Wing Commander Gibson was awarded the 
Victoria Cross for his brav¬ 
ery during the raid, code 
named Operation Chastise 
(see box top right), and a 
wreath will be laid along¬ 
side the Running Airman 
sculpture (pictured), which 
commemorates the avia¬ 
tion past of Kings Hill. 

The statue was unveiled 
in 2002 by actor Richard 
Todd who played Guy Gibson in the 1955 film 
The Dam Busters. 

The special service will take place on May 16. 

Group Captain Patrick Tootal, whose idea it 
was to organise the commemoration, explained: 
“The Dambusters 617 Squadron Royal Air Force 
was based at RAF Scampton in Lincolnshire but 
because of Guy Gibson’s connections with RAF 
West Mailing we wanted to mark the occasion.” 

In addition to a service of commemoration, 
there will be a Spitfire flypast over the Control 
Tower - a landmark where aircrew were guided 
in and out of the airfield during the conflict. 

Organised by Tonbridge and Mailing Borough 
Council and supported by Kings Hill developer 
Liberty Property Trust UK Ltd, the event will be 
led by the Lord Lieutenant of Kent, Viscount De 
L’lsle MBE. It is open to all.

A ‘very British send-off for a very British lady’ 

MPs pay tribute to Margaret Thatcher following a ‘surprisingly simple and austere' funeral

A LEADING Conservative MP admitted shedding 
some tears as he attended the funeral of 
Margaret Thatcher in London on Wednesday. 

Thousands lined the route between Westmin¬ 
ster and St Paul’s Cathedral to bid farewell to a 
leader who divided public opinion during a 
memorable 11-year reign at Downing Street. 

Sir Roger Gale, MP for Thanet North, described 
the service - which has drawn criticism for its 
estimated £10 million cost to the public purse - 
as “a very fitting, very patriotic and very British 
send-off for a very British lady”. 

Sir Roger was present at the cathedral service, 
which included the Archbishop of Canterbury 
Justin Welby, and had the night before paid a 
visit to her coffin as it lay overnight in a chapel 
under the House of Commons to pay his respects. 

He was elected to Parliament in 1983 - at the 
very height of Mrs Thatcher’s powers. She was 
PM from 1979 to 1990. 

“It was a wonderful funeral,” said Sir Roger. 
“It was delivered in a manner which this 
country can rise to on state occasions, 
unlike anywhere else in the world. 

There were a lot of watery eyes, 
including mine. 

“The night before, I went to the 
Crypt Chapel under the House of 
Commons where the coffin was. It 
was open to members to sit quietly. 

It was a very peaceful occasion in a 
delightful place. There were only around 
eight people there so it felt very intimate, a com¬ 
plete contrast to the funeral service. 

“Both occasions were, in their own way, abso¬ 
lutely right.” 

Sir Roger said he was very pleased that the day 
went without any significant protests. 

“Mercifully it all went peacefully,” he said. “I 
understood there were a handful of people chant¬ 
ing but many more lined the route and gave the 
old girl three cheers on her final journey. 

“To anybody who says £1 Om is a lot of money, 
well, the security has to be in place and to put it 
into context we are still seeing the benefits of the 
£60 billion and rising she negotiated in the form 
of rebates from the European Union.” 

As we highlighted last week, Mrs Thatcher, 
who died at the age of 8 7, had many connections 
in Kent. One of which was as patron of the Tun¬ 
bridge Wells Conservative Association.

MP for the town, Greg Clark, at¬ 
tended the funeral. He added: 
“The service was meticulously 
carried out, and despite its set¬ 
ting and the world’s attention 
being on it, it was surprisingly 
simple, personal and austere. 
“Perhaps the most moving mo¬ 
ment was when the huge doors were 
opened as the coffin was carried out and the 
sound of three cheers from the large crowds out¬ 
side filled the cathedral. ” 

In 19 50, the then Margaret Hilda Roberts took 
her first steps in politics in Dartford. Despite twice 
failing to beat the Labour candidate, she always 
kept a special place in her heart for the town. 

Current Dartford MP, Conservative Gareth 
Johnson, who also attended the funeral, said: 
“An overwhelming number of people turned out 
to pay their respects to a very remarkable prime 
minister who transformed this country. Very 
few people put their name to a political ideology, 
yet we have Thatcherism. People will still be 
talking about her in 100 years’ time.” 

The county also had a representative among 
the pallbearers - Ashford soldier, Lance Corporal 
Tej Pun, 31, from the 1st Battalion Royal Gur¬ 
kha Rifles, based at Shorncliffe. 


PEACEFUL OBJECTION 


Protestors who joined the crowds lining the 
route turned their backs on the procession 
as it passed them - but they were far 
outnumbered by a mix of admirers of the 
late Leader and the curious keen to witness 
the send off for such an historic character.

$10 and radiation sickness: Colonel’s reward for 
helping avert even bigger disaster at Chernobyl

WITH his broad shoulders and tower¬ 
ing frame, Igor Pysmenskyi strikes an 
imposing figure as he greets you with 
a firm handshake and warm smile. 

He speaks through an interpreter, 
his soft Russian voice punctuated by a 
demonstrative manner which makes 
him engaging company. 

Yet behind his gentle giant persona 
is a man who has been witness to one 
of the biggest man-made disasters of a 
generation; the catastrophic crisis of a 
nuclear power station facing immi¬ 
nent meltdown. 

On April 26, 1986, he was one of 
just a handful of flying aces battling 
the crippled Chernobyl nuclear plant 
in the former Soviet Union. 

As it belched out lethal radiation, 
he formed an integral part of an enor¬ 
mous rescue mission locked in a 
desperate attempt to prevent an even 
bigger disaster which would have 
blighted much of Europe for centuries: 
meltdown of the reactor. 

With just hastily applied bandages 
to protect their faces, they hovered 
over the burning power station in a 


last-ditch mission to bury the menace 
beneath tonnes of concrete. 

Flying inside a Red Air Force heli¬ 
copter he directed a pilot through the 
radiation clouds encasing the striken 
core in a concrete sarcophagus to stifle 
future leaks. 

In total he flew 29 missions and to¬ 
day pays a heavy price, with radiation 
sickness continuing to haunt him. 

But this week he was touring Kent 
schools to talk about what he witnessed 
in a visit organised by the International 
Education and Exchange group, based 


in Dortmund, Germany. 

Now retired from the military be¬ 
cause of the damage to his health 
caused by radiation, Col Pysmenskyi 
campaigns on behalf of others like him 
who suffered from the poisoning as 
well as raising awareness of the many 
people who still live in areas which 
have poisoned water and earth. 

The Ukranian said: “I was in a 
combat unit and the order came 
through to deploy to Chernobyl. 

“Firefighters were first on the scene 
after the explosion and they’d used 


jets of water to try and put out flames 
so they did not spread to one of the 
other three reactors. But this water 
was starting to vaporise and form 
clouds contaminated with radiation. 

“The air was very turbulent, filled 
with helicopters doing the same as us, 
dropping a mix of lead, sand and con¬ 
crete to try and encase the reactor. ” 

“We had no plan B,” said Col Pys¬ 
menskyi. “If it hadn’t worked, in my 
opinion, there would have been a 
larger catastrophe. Areas of Europe 
would have become uninhabitable.” 


As navigator, his job was to guide in 
the aircraft to a point just 200 metres 
above the leaking plant. Then he had 
to give the order to drop first sand, 
then lead, then rock from capsules sus¬ 
pended from a hook under its fuselage. 

The crew had no protection against 
radiation. They were told to wind 
bandages around their faces which 
very quickly became brown as radio¬ 
active residue forced its way into the 
cockpit of the helicopter 

“There were 800,000 people in¬ 
volved overall: it was like a little war. It 
was a war in fact, real fighting to stop a 
huge disaster,” said Col Pysmenskyi. 

But it was a war they would ulti¬ 
mately win - although not without 
terrible consequences to thousands of 
innocent people living nearby. 

Col Pysmenskyi was decorated for 
his service and awarded the grand to¬ 
tal of $10, but he says nothing could 
compensate for his loss of health. 

He said: “I swore to serve my coun¬ 
try and that is what I did.”

‘What is good for Calais is 
good for Dover too’ as port 
development announced 


OFFICIAL plans for an enormous £300million 
investment into the port of Calais were unveiled 
this week - with French chiefs insisting the ben¬ 
efits will ripple across the Channel. 

Calais Port 2015 is an ambitious expansion of 
the port which will allow bigger ships to berth 
and create a 160-hectare industrial park. 

It is also planning to build major new leisure 
facilities and hotels which it 
hopes will attract trade from 
both northern France and 
the UK. 

Work will begin in Sep¬ 
tember. 

On Wednesday night a del¬ 
egation from the port’s opera¬ 
tor, the Opal Coast chambers 
of commerce, made a presen¬ 
tation in a London hotel to 
highlight the benefits it will 
bring to Dover and the UK 
economy. 

Earlier reports the French 
were to market Calais as 
‘Britain’s New Gateway’ 
sparked alarm the port was 
attempting to take trade 
away from the Kent port. 

But Jean Marc Puissesseau, president of the 
chamber, insisted Dover and the UK will benefit 
from the £342m which is being invested. 

“Calais operates only with Dover,” he said. 
“Our main, principal and exclusive destination 


is Dover. All that is good for Calais is good for Do¬ 
ver. I think we will expand together.” 

Calais handled 22 million passengers last year 
and the plans under way will enable that figure 
to increase as bigger ships would be able to berth 
along quaysides constructed from land reclaimed 
from the sea, protected by a new sea wall. 

Dredging of the seabed will also allow larger 
vessels into the port, but there 
are no plans to bring in contain¬ 
er ships. 

There are also plans for hotels 
and leisure facilities close by. 

Funds are expected to come 
from EU cash, borrowing and 
the facility’s owners, the Nord 
Pas de Calais Regional Council. 

The expansion plans have 
been greeted with approval by 
UK transport companies. 

Donald Armour is head of the 
international department of the 
Tunbridge Wells-based Freight 
Transport Association and was 
at the event. 

He said: “I think it’s very excit¬ 
ing and if it all comes together it 
will be to the benefit of the UK’s transport indus¬ 
try. I understand the plans have got the go-ahead 
from the government but there are still a few ifs 
and buts as to what will actually be in place. 

“Also Dover has its own expansion plans, so I 
can see the haulage business profiting. ”

Dave Lee’s charity preparing to ‘go 
out in style’ before calling it a day

ERIC MORECAMBE’S ADVICE TURNED DAVE INTO A STAR 


A CHARITY set up by Kent’s favourite funny¬ 
man, Dave Lee, is holding its final trip for a group 
of sick children before being wound up. 

Those running Dave Lee’s Happy Holidays say 
without their figurehead, who died last year of 
pancreatic cancer aged 64, they don’t see how 
they can continue. 

The charity will take a group of 130, including 
sick, disabled and underprivileged children, to 
Disneyland Paris on Monday, April 22, as the 
Happy Holiday’s final trip. 

Mr Lee, who lived in Canterbury, was 
best known in recent years for his appear¬ 
ances at the Marlowe Theatre panto¬ 
mime, in which he performed more 
than 1,000 times over 16 years. 

With his quick wit and larger- 
than-life character, he became one 
of the county’s best-loved stars and 
was highly thought of in the 
showbusiness world. 

But as well as keeping a smile 
on the faces of those around 
him, he worked tirelessly to raise 
money for sick and underprivi¬ 
leged children to send them on 
trips of a lifetime or simply to 
the seaside or panto. 



Dave Lee started his career as a drummer 
and singer, releasing several records. 

He went on to form his own comedy show 
band as lead singer and impressionist. 

It was a chance meeting with the legendary 
Eric Morecambe which changed Mr Lee's life 
forever. 

Eric watched Dave performing with his 
group and advised him to start a solo career 
as a comedian or actor. 

Mr Lee began as a warm-up man for 
k televsion stars Michael Parkinson, Michael 


After setting up Dave Lee’s Happy 
Holidays with his wife Linda in 1994, 
Mr Lee, who received an MBE for his 
charity work, raised more than £2 
million through events including his 
charity golf day which attracted TV 
and sport stars. 

His wife died in 2006, from cancer. 
The charity’s chairman, Kevin 
Aylward, stressed it would go out 
with a bang with a trip to Disney¬ 
land Paris for deserving children 
and families. The final group in¬ 
cludes entertainers and Mr Lee’s 


Aspel and Jimmy Tarbuck. 

He then appeared in front of the cameras 
on Des O'Connor Tonight, Live from the 
Palladium, The Brian Conley Show and Big 
Break. He was also nominated in the British 
Comedy Awards. 

His funeral, at Canterbury Cathedral, saw 
a host of celebrity faces turn out, many who 
had played in his celebrity golf event, 
including comics Bobby Davro and Bradley 
Walsh, former footballer Neil Ruddock and 
controversial comedian Jim Davidson. 


close friend and comedian Richard Digance. 

Mr Aylward said: “It’s the sort of thing Dave 
and Linda would have appreciated, to go out in 
decent style. 

“Once we’ve done this trip we’ll look at how 
much money we have left in the account. It’s 
costing £50,000. If we have any money left we 
might be able to do one or two smaller trips.” 

He said he had spoken with Mr Lee before he 
died about the future of the charity. 

“Before Dave passed away he said we needed 
to be thinking about what to do and possibly 
winding the charity up. He wanted to have a 
chat about how to do this,” said Mr Aylward.

But Mr Lee died before they had time to sit 
down and work out how to move forward. 

“After he passed away we spoke to his family 
and decided we couldn’t carry on without him 
there as the figurehead. It’s a heck of a shame. 

“We could ask one of our vice-presidents to 
step in, but it wouldn’t be the same. 

“It’s Dave and Linda who dreamed up the idea 
in the first place. He was the one that if there was 
a particularly sick child, would go and see them. ” 

Mr Aylward added: “We started in 1994 so 
we’ve had a good innings and raised well over 
£2 million.”

County town ‘dinosaur’ recognises 
one of world’s greatest discoveries 

Nick Ames Looks into reason behind Maidstone having a prehistoric creature on its coat of arms

FOR anyone fascinated with an era during which 
dinosaurs roamed the Earth, the Natural History 
Museum in London has long been a Mecca. 

Its extensive dinosaur displays give a sense of 
the sheer size and scale of these magnificent 
creatures. 

Indeed, time your run on a busy day and the 
queue simply to access the exhibition will snake 
out of the room and into the imposing central 
hall; dominated by the famous replica skeleton 
of a full-size diplodocus. 

But what many visitors overlook, as they 
enter the dinosaur section, is that a rather unas¬ 
suming slab of rock which forms part of the dis¬ 
play is in fact one of the most signficant finds in 
terms of the scientific research of the creatures. 

And it was discovered in Maidstone. 

Given the rather unimaginative title of the 
‘Maidstone slab’ when it was discovered in the 
first half of the 19 th century, it stood as the “first 
substantially complete” dinosaur skeleton found 
anywhere in the world. 

Ever pondered why the plant-eating iguano- 
don has a staring role in the county town’s civic 
coat of arms? Then this is it. 

The iguanodon, named as its teeth resemble 


those of an iguana, lived around 120 million 
years ago at a time when Kent was part of a large 
subtropical island dominated by wide rivers. 

It stood up to 13 metres in height and weighed 
around three tonnes when fully grown. 

Its remains were recognised in 1834, by a 
man named Gideon Mantell who had already 


been responsible for finding bones and teeth 
from the prehistoric age. 

He was part of a scientific movement which 
was pushing for the acceptance of the existence 
of monstrous beasts from past millennia - in 
the face of conservative opposition from an es¬ 
tablishment which largely took the Adam and 
Eve story literally. 

Before 1800, the word ‘dinosaur’, meaning 
terrible lizard, did not exist, but following 
chance discoveries which were at first 
thought to be the remains of ele¬ 
phants brought to Britain by the 
Romans, scientists started looking 
at quarries and other sites across 
the country to establish what the 
bones actually were. 

When skeletons were reassem¬ 
bled and put on display - as in the 
Maidstone find - they drew gasps 
of amazement from spectators who 
had previously consigned such 
creatures to the realms of mythology. 

Dr Paul Barrett, the Natural History 
Museum’s merit researcher in paleontology, 
said: “The dinosaur was found in Bensted’s 
Quarry, near Maidstone, in 1834, from rocks of 
around 120 million years old - from the early 
Cretaceous period. 

“Originally described as iguanodon, the 


correct name for the skeleton is now mantelli- 
saurus. This skeleton was the first substantially 
complete dinosaur skeleton found anywhere in 
the world including bones of the limbs, hips, 
backbones and the impression of a tooth. 

“As a result it is of great historical significance 
in the early understanding of dinosaur biology 
and anatomy. 

“The specimen was bought by a group of 
Gideon Mantell’s friends and presented to him 
to work on. It was originally part of 
Mantell’s collection, which was later 
purchased by the Natural History 
Museum. 

“At the time mantellisaurus 
was alive, southern England was 
a large island covered with broad 
meandering rivers. The climate 
was subtropical and the vegeta¬ 
tion consisted largely of ferns, cy- 
cads and conifer trees.” 

The town requested an iguano¬ 
don be incorporated in the civic coat 
of arms in 1946. 

The request was granted three years later. 

Bensted’s Quarry was renamed the Iguano¬ 
don Quarry, but closed in 1872, although some 
sections were still visible in the late 1960s. 

It was finally built over in the 19 70s and forms 
what is part of the Oakwood Park complex.

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JUSTICE 

Offenders face 
up to victims

VICTIMS of crime will be able to come 
face-to-face with offenders through a 
new scheme aimed at reducing reof¬ 
fending through restorative justice. 

Kent Probation is one of just three ar¬ 
eas selected to deliver the programme. 

Under the scheme, offenders who 
have pleaded guilty will be given the 
chance to meet their victim in a “restor¬ 
ative intervention” and if the victim is 
willing, a meeting will be arranged. 

The victim will have the chance to 
have some their questions answered 
and the offender can take responsibility 
for the impact of their actions. 

Kent Probation director, Tracey Ka- 
dir, said: “Restorative justice is not in 
opposition to sentences that punish of¬ 
fenders but can work alongside it and is 
often more challenging than any other 
sentence, and also far more likely to 
succeed in reducing reoffending. 

“We believe victims will benefit enor¬ 
mously from the opportunity to explain 
the real impact of the crime against 
them and to seek answers to their ques¬ 


tions, thus often easing their fears about 
further ‘targeting’. 

“For offenders, meeting their victim is 
often the first occasion where they will 
have seen the true pain and harm they 
have caused and to take responsibility 
for their actions. Both victim and of¬ 
fender can then play a part in repairing 
the harm and finding a way forward.” 

Ms Kadir will introduce the scheme at 
the Magistrates’ Bench annual general 
meetings in Medway, Maidstone and 
Folkestone, throughout this month. 

Peter Woolf, a high profile restorative 
justice speaker, will talk about his per¬ 
sonal experience at the meetings. 

He was a career criminal and heroin 
addict when in 2002 he broke into the 
home of businessman Will Riley. He re¬ 
ceived a three year prison sentence and 
Mr Riley was asked if he would like to 
take part in restorative justice. 

Mr Woolf said: “Restorative justice is 
about what you no longer do. I am a 
great advocate for the scheme and it 
contributed to me completely changing 
my life. When I met my victims, for the 
first time I faced the consequences of my 
crimes and it made me stop offending.”

Big freeze leaves Chelsea Flower 
Show exhibitors sweating on plants

A REGULAR exhibitor at the world-famous 
Chelsea Flower Show says he having a “torrid” 
time getting his lavender plants to grow ready to 
exhibit at the event. 

And he is far from alone as the county’s green- 
fingered experts hope the late arrival of spring 
will finally deliver some good news following the 
long cold winter. 

Simon Charlesworth is no stranger to the Roy¬ 
al Horticultural Society’s (RHS) annual show¬ 
piece having exhibited there 12 times before. 

But the owner of Downderry Nursery in 
Hadlow, near Tonbridge, is worried the 1,000 
plants he seeds specially for Chelsea won’t yield 
the 250 perfect specimens he needs. 

He said: “The one word I would use to describe 
how it’s going is torrid. We took a break from 
the show last year because it was so wet and 
now find ourselves in the longest cold snap we 
have ever experienced - and I have been in the 
business for more than 20 years.” 

This has led to drastic and expensive measures 
to ensure the planned display in the Floral Mar¬ 
quee is ready. 

A worried Mr Charlesworth explained: “We 
need to trick the greenhouse plants into flowering 
early so we leave the lights on for 13 hours a day. 

“That’s okay, but it has been so cold for so long

the heating bill will be huge. We need a night¬ 
time temperature of about IOC, but are still three 
weeks behind where we should be. 

“There have been some sleepless nights, but in 
the big picture, this is just a flower show. It may 
be the most important one in the world, but there 
are others things to worry more about. ” 

Paul Harris at Brookfield Plants, near Ashford, 
plans to show 100 of the best or most influential 
varieties of hosta of the last 100 years to mark 
the centenary of organisers’ the RHS. 

But he too admits the weather has left him 
struggling. 

He said: “The weather has been dreadful. The 
vast majority of our plants were not even show¬ 
ing themselves above ground, whereas a year 
ago, they were several inches tall by now.” 

But the recent arrival of the sun has brought 
some relief. 

Mr Harris: “As soon as the sun comes out it 
warms up the plants in the greenhouses and 
they start growing.” 

Roger Platts, from Edenbridge, is the designer 
of the M&G Centenary Garden at the show. 

He said: “We are constantly juggling with 
changes in weather conditions. We do have to 
nudge many plants forward a little so they will 
be looking as good in the middle of May as they 
would early in June.” 

■ This year’s RHS Chelsea Flower Show takes 
place between May 21-25.

Cyber criminal pleads 
guilty to university and 
police website attacks

A COMPUTER hacker who 
tried to attack Kent Police’s 
website along with a host of 
other high profile targets, has 
admitted to a string of offences. 

Lewys Stephen Martin, 21, 
of Dover Road, Walmer, had 
attempted to breach security 
on the websites of the police 
and the home pages of both Ox¬ 
ford and Cambridge universities. 

He pleaded guilty at Maid¬ 
stone Crown Court to nine 
charges; five counts of unau¬ 
thorised acts with intent to im¬ 
pair operation of or prevent/ 
hinder access to a computer, 
two of unauthorised computer 
access with intent to commit 
other offences, one of unau¬ 
thorised computer access with 
intent to commit other offences 
and one of unauthorised access 
to computer material. 

Using the screen name 


‘SIlink’, between January 29 
and February 1, 2012, he at¬ 
tempted to cause chaos to the 
sites by overwhelming them 
with requests for information - 
attacking the Kent Police site 
for two days. 

Police raided his home on 
February 3 and seized compu¬ 
ter equipment after he rang up 
a media organisation and told 
them what he had done. 

Det Ch Insp Tom Richards 
said: “We have robust systems 
in place to prevent our website 
being compromised. The attack 
on ours and other public-fac¬ 
ing websites was serious and 
Martin’s intention was to cause 
as much disruption and failure 
as possible. 

“Kent Police’s website is used 
by the public to access a range 
of services provided by us and 
other agencies. Resources had 
to be taken away from other 
duties in order to deal with this 
issue and, of course, any dis¬ 


ruption to a website can result 
in disruption for the communi¬ 
ties who view it. The attack on 
the Kent Police website result¬ 
ed in access being temporarily 
unavailable to the public. 
There was no compromise or 
access to the website. 

“Anyone who thinks of car¬ 
rying out these types of attacks 
will be tracked down and 
brought before the courts to 
face the consequence of their 
actions.” 

Prosecutor Ken Goss added: 
“Cyber crime is a rapidly ex¬ 
panding area of criminal activ¬ 
ity and can take many forms. 
In this case, Martin was attack¬ 
ing not only large organisa¬ 
tions, but individuals. Anyone 
who has been the victim of cy¬ 
ber crime knows how devastat¬ 
ing it can be, but for organisa¬ 
tions, the impact can be just as 
damaging, both to their busi¬ 
ness and their reputation.” 

He will be sentenced in May.

Tudor taverns worth 
raising a tankard to

A GUIDEBOOK to the inns and 
alehouses of a forgotten age in 
the county has been published 
- giving readers a glimpse into 
what it describes as “a Tudor 
traveller’s guide to the nation’s 
finest taverns”. 

Entitled Ye Olde Good Inn 
Guide, it harks back to Kent in 
the 16th century. 

The pubs, alehouses, inns 
and taverns are broken down 
county by county by authors 
James Moore and Rob Nero, 
with details of food and drink 
offered at the various establish¬ 
ments as well as some neces¬ 
sary health warnings. 

Today’s modern pubs - 
which trade in some of the old¬ 
est buildings in the county - are 
also detailed for anyone who 
wants to make a visit, allowing 
drinkers to learn a little of the 
history of their favourite drink¬ 
ing holes. 

The entry about Kent, writ¬ 
ten for the 16th century revel¬ 
ler, explains how in “recent 
years” Canterbury has suffered 
through the Dissolution of the 
Monasteries as it is no longer a 
place of pilgrimage following 
the destruction of the shrine of 
Thomas Becket. 

Dover has had its problems 
too, as an earthquake in 1580 
caused severe damage. But 
Chatham is looking on the up 
as Henry VIII has just started 
constructing the dockyard. 

Details of the perils of drink¬ 
ing competitions, bawdy 
games, such as football, and 
the attractions of loose women, 
fairs and tobacco, a new craze, 
are also available to those who

want to understand what go¬ 
ing out for a beer meant in a 
period of history where you 
might be able to buy William 
Shakespeare a pint. 

“Kent has many fine inns, 
45 as of 1577,” the book, pub¬ 
lished by History Press, states. 

But it then issues a warning: 
“However there be presently 
much worry about how much 
crime be fermented by the low¬ 
er sort of alehouse, for in the 
courts of the county offences 
linked to tippling houses make 
up the largest number of mis¬ 
demeanours.” 

Canterbury’s Crown Inn was 
visited in Tudor times by Queen 
Elizabeth I and redecorated in 
her honour. 

While staying there she met 
a suitor, the French Duke of 
Anjou, who gave her a frog¬ 
shaped earring. But nothing 


came of it and she remained 
unmarried until her death. 

Now the site of a Thornton’s 
in High Street, it was only ri¬ 
valled in popularity by The 
White Hart close to Westgate, 
which retains some of its period 
charm in its current guise as 
The Falstaff Hotel. 

The book tells of the quality 
of ale available in the county: 
“Hop growing be now most pop¬ 
ular here in Kent, which hath a 
long tradition of brewing.” 

Rochester is still home to a 
high street pub called the 
Crown, and in the Tudor period 
The Crown Inn was the site of 
the first meeting between Hen¬ 
ry VIII and his fourth wife Anne 
of Cleves. He is believed to have 
stayed there incognito so he 
could see what attraction the 
German noblewoman held for 
him, by catching sight of her as 
she travelled to her lodgings in 
the nearby Bishop’s Palace. 

The couple married but the 
king was not impressed and 
branded her a “Flanders Mare”. 
However, Anne got revenge by 
outliving both him and the re¬ 
mainder of his wives after win¬ 
ning a lucrative divorce. 

Tonbridge High Street was 
home to the Chequers Inn (now 
Ye Olde Chequers) which ap¬ 
pears to be a rather ill-omened 
place. 

Rebels who followed Wat 
Tyler’s revolt in 1381 were 
sentenced to death there, a 
woman called Margery Polly 
was burned outside the inn for 
heresy and another woman, 
unnamed, executed for poison¬ 
ing her husband. 

And you thought it could get 
rowdy on a Saturday night in 
the 21st century.

Hidden message of election 


Prof Richard G Whitman considers the importance of your county 
council vote in relation to public confidence in national government 


ELECTIONS are to be held on 
Thursday, May 2, with 402 
candidates from 15 different 
parties contesting the 84 seats 
up for grabs on Kent County 
Council. 

This is one of 35 English 
council elections taking place 
on the same day. 

This set of elections last took 
place in June 2009 and the UK 
political scene has been trans¬ 
formed since that time. 

In the interim there has been 
the 2010 General Election 
bringing the Coalition govern¬ 
ment to power, the national 
economy is struggling and gov¬ 
ernment spending cuts are reg¬ 
istering in opinion polls as 
sources of public discontent. 

In February the Eastleigh 
parliamentary by-election - fol¬ 
lowing the resignation of 
former cabinet minister and 
Liberal Democrat MP Chris 
Huhne - saw Ukip dramatically 
finish in second place behind 
the Lib Dems and ahead of 


the Conservatives and Labour. 

The UK political scene is in a 
considerable state of flux and 
the Coalition government suf¬ 
fering a mid-term dip in opin¬ 
ion polls. 

The Kent Council Council 
(KCC) elections will see the 
Conservative Party seeking to 
retain their current overall 
control of the council, which 
they hold with 74 of the 84 
seats. 

The Lib Dems and Labour 
hold, respectively, seven and 
two of the council seats. 

The Lib Dems will need to 
work hard to retain their cur¬ 
rent number of councillors. 

At present Labour is riding 
higher than the two Govern¬ 
ment coalition partners in na¬ 
tional opinion polling. They 
will be looking to increase their 
share of the vote and gain ad¬ 
ditional seats on KCC. 

Kent is an important ground 
for Labour in its bid to demon¬ 
strate that it can make a break¬ 


through in the Conservative 
electoral heartland. 

The election will be especial¬ 
ly important for Ukip too, who 
are looking to move beyond a 
perception that they are a sin¬ 
gle issue protest vote party and 
to become a national political 
force breaking the mould of the 
UK’s national three party polit¬ 
ical scene. 

In Kent, Ukip will be looking 
for a major breakthrough in 
these council elections to se¬ 
cure their first seats on KCC. 

They are making a consider¬ 
able push for election in Kent, 
running 74 candidates (a sig¬ 
nificant increase from the 27 
who stood in Kent at the 2009 
elections). 

Back then they took a 6.2 per 
cent share of the vote (a per¬ 
centage point ahead of the 
Green Party). In recent months 
they have soared as high as a 
17 per cent share of voting in¬ 
tentions in national opinion 
polling.

However, should Ukip fail to 
secure a seat on KCC it would 
reassure the Conservative Par¬ 
ty in the county that their un¬ 
derlying electoral support re¬ 
mains solid. 

Local government election 
results are always used as indi¬ 
cators of national political 
trends and especially as a vote 
on the incumbent government 
- this is something which is 
complicated further for these 
elections in having a coalition 
government in power. 

The results will be examined 
closely for any differential im¬ 
pact on voters’ support of the 
two coalition parties. 

For Kent, the electorate will 
be deciding who they want to 
determine their local services 
for the next five years and be¬ 
yond the date for the next Gen¬ 
eral Election.

I oppose welfare reform not 
because I am personally 
affected, but because it makes 
no economic sense and upsets 
me that it will devastate the 
lives of many of our most 
vulnerable citizens.

The days of fudge being 
so stereotyped are over, 
according to Lyminge-based Fudge 
Kitchen. The company is eyeing 
domination of its sector of the market, 
with its premium-brand image 
winning over punters in what 
is its 30th-anniversary year. 

Managing director and owner Sian 
Holt feels it is an exciting time to be in 
the industry as the business sits on the 
verge of opening a new factory, having 
expanded its range in recent years - 


‘Essentially, we’re 
creating a whole new 


category of premium 
confectionery' 


with the odd accident involving 
vacuum-packing playing its part in the 
creation process. 

The 5 2-year-old bought the business 
in 199 5 from founder Jim Garrahy, 
who started it in 1983. She has seen a 
big change in that time. 

“It’s changed enormously in the last 
20 years, principally because of the 
birth of online and the trends in the 
food industry,” she said. “As with any 
business, to establish a brand or 
presence you need to have retail sites 
on the pavement, but now you can 
have a high profile with a website and 
search-engine optimisation. 

“There has been an explosion of 
fudge brands, but most if not all sit 
on the cottage-industry platform. 

“At the other end of the scale, fudge 
has tended to be associated with the 
box of cheap product you buy when 
you’ve been on holiday to Torquay or 
Scarborough to give to the lady who’s 
looked after your dog for the week.” 

However, high-quality fudge is 
beginning to follow the trend of 
chocolate in becoming the must-give 
gift, said Sian: “Getting any facts and 
figures on the wider sales of fudge is 
almost impossible because it gets lost in 
the confectionery sector. 

“But if you look at the chocolate 
market, which is better documented, we 
know newsagent-style confectionery 
has pretty much been in the doldrums 
in the last few years, worldwide. But 
high-end chocolatiers can’t make 
enough of the stuff. 

“Artisan producers have created an 
interest in their products, made with 
techniques that are interesting and 
different and are produced and 
displayed with an attention to detail. 
Essentially, we’re creating a whole new 
category of premium confectionery, 
putting it in a hole it’s never been seen

in before, so it’s positioned to rival any 
high-end chocolate brand.” 

Things began to change three years 
ago when Fudge Kitchen realised it 
needed to create a better shelf life for its 
product. Because its speciality slab- 
style whipping-cream fudge contains 
no butter, it only held its quality for five 
to seven days and so was unsuitable for 
wholesale. 

“We looked at wholesaling as our 
strategic area for growth rather than 
having more sites ourself, ” said Sian. 

“What we realised is that there 
wasn’t anybody sitting where we did 
on the high street. There wasn’t a 
gourmet, premium fudge - it’s either 
cottage-industry or mass-produced in a 
naff box near the seaside. That showed 
us what we needed to do.” 

So how did they create a longer- 
lasting fudge? 

“We undertook a study with the 
University of Greenwich to try to 
extend the shelf life of the product. That 
took 12 to 18 months. Ironically, we 
invented a new product in the process. 

“I took a pile of fudge to a company 
in Sevenoaks and said ‘Can I put some 
in your vacuum-packing machine to 
see if we can find a packaging solution 
to the shelf-life problem?’. It completely 


imploded and became liquid. We 
inadvertently invented our fudge 
sauce!” 

Sian continued: “When the project 
for the shelf life was completed, the 
fudge had gone from five to seven to 20 
days, but it didn’t help us as it’s still too 
short. We do supply some customers 
on a basis that it’s freshly made. You 
need to be a speciality foodie to 
understand it, really. 

“We got to the end of the first project 
without a product with an adequate

shelf life. That took another year.” 

In the end, butter had to be added, 
helping retain the moisture. That new 
range and the new fudge sauce were 
then ready for wholesale. For the first 
year, last year, the fudge was produced 
by hand in the back of the company’s 
shops in Canterbury and York. 

This presented a few problems when 
it came to big orders, but that work is 
now being transferred to a new factory 
in Aylesham, which is all set to open 
on Tuesday, April 30. 


“We managed to survive for last 
year, producing and despatching 
orders from those two sites, but we 
knew we would have to consolidate 
into a stand-alone facility. It came to a 
head last Christmas when we were 
doing orders on palettes from down 
near the cathedral. We began looking 
for a site before Christmas and found 
this one in Aylesham.” 

Retaining its head office in Kent 
and choosing Aylesham as the new 
factory site also means that the 
company can continue its expansion 
into Europe. 

You may wonder how anyone can 
stay slender when working for a fudge 
company, but there is a simple answer 
that ensures you neither gorge nor get 
get sick of the stuff altogether. 

“We have a huge army of fudge 
experts out there for tastings. It’s a 
team thing,” Sian said. 

“I don’t know about others, but 
what I tend to do is overdose on one 
particular flavour and won’t eat it for a 
few months, so then I move on to other 
ones. 

“Producing fudge requires an awful 
lot of energy, so you don’t get a lot of 
overweight fudge-makers, which is 
ironic.”

HARDCORE Laurel and Hardy fans are to mark 
the anniversary of the pair’s reopening of the 
New Romney to Dungeness railway with the 
help of Hi-de-Hi star Jeffrey Holland early next 
month. 

The international appreciation society for the 
Hollywood stars, Sons of the Desert, has ar¬ 
ranged for its members to visit the Romney, 
Hythe and Dymchurch Railway (RH&DR) on 
Saturday, May 4, to mark the anniversary. 

New Romney station was packed on March

A RESTAURANT in Tenterden has come up with 
a unique dining experience that gives customers 
the freedom to pay only what they think their 
meal is worth.

FROM life in the Emmerdale village to corsets 
and high heels, it’s all in a day’s work for Priscilla 
Queen Of The Desert star Richard Grieve. 

The Aussie actor has made a seamless trans¬ 
ition into the role of transgender Bernadette in 
the stage adaptation of the comedy film of the 
same name, which is coming to Tunbridge 
Wells’s Assembly Hall Theatre next month. 

His native accent has also helped him fit into 
the part with the film, which follows two drag 
queens and a transsexual on a journey across 
the Australian outback, which is where Grieve 
spent his childhood. He moved to England 10 
years ago after parts in Home And Away and 
Neighbours, which led to two years as Jonny 
Foster in Emmerdale. 

Having previously appeared in the West End 
version of the show in the character of Tick, 
Grieve has been on the road with this production 
since February, with another 10 months to go. 

“I’m a 6ft 3in man in every sense of the word,” 
he said. “I have to wear a corset and I have to 
change my physical shape and wear the wig and 
make-up and high heels,” he said. “Then there’s 
the way I move - you can’t be masculine at all. 

“To explore my feminine side is a slightly 
guilty pleasure. 

“I was all set to read for the part of Tick, but I 


got a call the night before asking if I was inter¬ 
ested in reading for Bernadette. It came out of 
leftfield. It’s a whole new thing. The character is 
a completely different acting experience.” 

The show features a number of added songs 
but remains largely the same as the big-screen 
version, which Grieve, 46, discovered when 
watching it not so long ago. 

“I saw the film when it came out many years 
ago, but when I was going into the production in 


town I made a choice that I wasn’t going to 
watch it,” he said. “After doing it for a while, I 
thought I would put the DVD on - it’s outstand¬ 
ing how true the show dialogue is to the film. It’s 
incredibly faithful to the story. ”

Time gallops on but it won’t 
spoil enjoyment of fine food 


I WAS a little on edge about my visit to 
The White Horse in Bearsted. I’d rather 
stupidly only phoned to book three days 
ahead and so - it being a busy Saturday 
night - was only able to secure a table from 
6.45pm-9pm. Ample time in reality, but 
not enough to allow me to relax. 

Enough about my nerves, though. My guests 
and I were given a warm welcome when we 
entered this delightful pub on the edge of Bearsted 
Green, one of the most beautiful village centres 
I’ve ever visited. 

The pub is light and modern while retaining 
much of the character of the building it inhabits, 
and we enjoyed our surroundings while devour¬ 
ing a delicious bowl of olives and sipping our 
drinks before the food arrived. 

My starter of gambas won the prize for the 
most impressive appearance, with three or four 
giant prawn-like creatures piled artfully on rus¬ 
tic bread with a delicious dressing of garlic butter 
with aioli. It was one of the pricier options at 
£8.45 but worth every penny. A Mediterranean 
mezze platter kept my guests happy, too. 

For the mains we chose the West Country 
beefburger with black-and-blue Gorgonzola and 
mushroom; fish pie with smoked haddock and 
tiger prawns, Apple wood cheese mash and a 
crispy pangrattato; and lemon sole pan-fried

with brown shrimps and beurre noisette; prices 
ranged from £12.95 to £17.95. 

Once I got over the shock of being presented 
with an unfilleted sole, I dived in to another deli¬ 
cious dish, the fish melting in my mouth; the 
buttered shrimps were a perfect addition. The 
fish pie was equally well received, with my guest 
remarking on the smoked cheese in the mash. 

As for the ‘black-and-blue burger’, I never 
thought that something as standard as a 
burger in a bun could be turned into a work of 
art. Our third devoured his meal in record time, 


but this was just a sign of how much he enjoyed it. 

Alongside our mains we’d chosen a couple of 
sides, which was probably a sign of our greed 
rather than need. However, the cabbage, leek 
and peas combo certainly deserved mention. 

Throughout the meal we were well looked 
after, with our waitress providing drinks when¬ 
ever needed and answering any questions about 
our food, making it a generally enjoyable experi¬ 
ence. She also didn’t bat an eyelid when we 
agreed to see the pudding menu just half an hour 
before our table time ran out (I couldn’t help 
clock-watching). 

We rounded things off with sticky-toffee pud¬ 
ding (me) and a banana, dulce de leche, brownie 
and Italian vanilla gelato coupe (guest). Both 
were good but couldn’t quite live up to the per¬ 
fection of the preceding courses. As time was 
running out, we called it a day and retired to the 
bar area for drinks to round off our evening. 

Together with wines and beer, our bill came to 
a tad over £100 for three - not cheap but such a 
good experience that I’ll be back just as soon as I 
can book a table for a whole evening.

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Young need urgent 
help to find work 

UNEMPLOYMENT figures in Kent have 
bucked the national trend. 

Figures released this week saw the 
number of out of work people in the 
county, in the three months to February, 
was 35,953 - a drop of 928. 

Nationwide, the figure has risen by 
70,000 putting the total number of out of 
work people in the UK at 2.56m. This 
means 7.9 per cent of the economically 
active population is out of work. 

But too many young people are still 
jobless in Kent, say small businesses, and 
they need more support. 

Roger Flouse, Federation of Small 
Businesses chairman, said: "A reduction in 
the number of unemployed people is great 
news because it was across all areas of 
Kent and contrary to national figures. 

"But it is disappointing that we still have 
too many unemployed young people. 
Particularly worrying is the number of 
18-24-year-olds who have been out of 
work for more than a year. 

"This is the fifth successive quarter 
we've seen long-term unemployment rise 
in this age group. The FSB wants the 
Government to focus on supporting small 
firms to take on apprentices and boosting 
young people's employability skills." 


Sales up for cross 
Channel train travel 

EUROSTAR says it has managed to grow 
its revenues in the first quarter of 2013 - 
despite the cold weather and snow having 
an impact on its service. 

The operator of the high-speed rail 
route, which runs from St Pancras, 
through Ebbsfleet and Ashford and onto 
destinations such as Paris and Brussels, 
says tourist traffic buoyed up its figures 
despite a dip in business travellers. 

Figures for the first three months of 
2013 show that compared to the same 
period in 2012, sales revenues grew by 
one per cent to £213 million (£211m in Q1 
2012), while passenger numbers showed 
a slight drop year-on-year at 2.23m (2.24m). 

Nicolas Petrovic, chief executive of 
Eurostar, said: "This quarter's perform¬ 
ance is testament to our enduring 
popularity with regular and first time 
travellers alike."

Fears rise minimum wage will 
push small firms out of business

PLANS to introduce an increased 
minimum wage from October have 
been attacked as “unwelcome” by a 
group representing the county’s 
small businesses. 

Business secretary Vince Cable 
confirmed the basic adult rate 
would be increased by 12 pence 
later this year, following a recom¬ 
mendation by the Low Pay Com¬ 
mission. It means the base rate will 
now be £6.31 an hour. There are 
also modest increases for those aged 
under 21. 

Mr Cable said: “The independent 
commission plays a crucial role in 
advising the government when set¬ 
ting the national minimum wage. 

“It balances wages of low paid 
workers against employment pros¬ 
pects if the rate was set too high. 
We are accepting its recommenda¬ 
tions for the adult and youth rate 
increases, which I am confident 
strikes this balance. However, there 
is worrying evidence that a signifi¬ 
cant number of employers are not 
paying apprentices the relevant 
minimum wage rate.” 


But the move was criticised by 
the county branch of the Federa¬ 
tion of Small Businesses. 

A spokesman for the group said: 
“The increase is unwelcome in to¬ 
day’s economic climate. 


“We understand the Government 
must strike a balance between 
boosting consumer spending and 
economic growth, however they 
must ensure small businesses in 
Kent and Medway stay competitive 



at a time when the economy re¬ 
mains fragile. 

“There will be businesses that op¬ 
erate on thin margins and will 
struggle with any increase. We 
therefore urge the Government to 
place renewed impetus into driving 
down their overheads, such as busi¬ 
ness rates, energy and fuel costs, 
and freeing up cash-flow by ending 
the scourge of late payment by big 
companies to their suppliers. 


Department store to be at home in commuter town 

WORK is set to get under way on a new John 
Lewis store on the outskirts of Ashford, which 
it is hoped will be ready for business before the 
end of the year. 

The £7 million store will be built just off 
junction nine of the M20 and is set to create 
some 125 new jobs. 

The outlet will be a John Lewis at home store, 
which focuses on furniture, building accessories 
and home improvements. A similar store 
already exists in Tunbridge Wells. 

Ashford Borough Council called the news 
a "feather in the cap" for the town. 

Acting leader Gerry Clarkson said: "They are 
exactly the type of company we want to attract 
and this is another sign of growing confidence in 
the town as a place to invest." 

Andy Street, managing director, John Lewis, 
added: "It's an ideal fit for us in terms of both 
location and catchment, and we are looking 
forward to becoming part of the community."

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NewBuy offers a way ahead for the market

THE Government has offered incentives to both 
developers and mortgage-lenders as part of its 
NewBuy scheme. 

Aimed at first-time buyers, it has provided a 
way for people to get on to the housing ladder by 
requiring they put down just 5 per cent of the 
total value of their mortgage. 

This is a smaller deposit than is normally re¬ 
quired. The scheme allows more borrowers to 
secure up to a 95 per cent loan-to-value mort¬ 
gage on new-build properties, including houses 
and flats from participating builders in England. 
All mortgage-lenders and house-builders are 
welcome to join the scheme. 

The initiative, launched on March 12, 2012, 
has been developed jointly by the Home Builders 
Federation and the Council of Mortgage Lenders. 
The Government says that it is supporting the 
scheme to help those home-buyers who have 
found themselves excluded from sections of the 
market because they don’t have a large enough 
deposit. 

The Department for Communities and Local 
Government is now working on a package to 
extend the programme beyond new properties to 
the existing homes market, enabling home- 
owners with limited or negative equity to make 
use of the support. 

As well as providing a much-needed boost to 
the housing market, the scheme is also aimed at 
increasing jobs and contracts in the building and 
construction industries, which have suffered 
since the financial climate stalled in 2008.

Classy little Cabrio ices DS3 cake

ONCE dismissed as too quirky, Citroen is 
enjoying a wonderful renaissance in the 
UK with a mixture of its traditional flair and 
modern market nous. 

This is epitomised by the sharply-styled DS3 
supermini, which revived the prestige and 
upmarket ambience of the DS line-up of the 
1950s-70s and has spearheaded a sales drive 
that saw the French marque boost volumes by 
15 per cent in the first two months of this year - 
DS3 sales alone rose 42 per cent. 

These seem set to climb still higher with the 
timely spring arrival of the elegant DS3 Cabrio 
spin-off. 

Like one of its rivals, the Fiat 500C, it isn’t 
a true convertible because the roof only rolls 
back electrically, but this has several positives. 

Firstly, without the need to substantially 
re-engineer the car, the cabrio retains most 
of the verve, practicality and style of its 
hatchback sister: the trademark centre pillar 
is retained and, without the need to retract a 
full-fabric roof, boot space is not compromised 
much - it’s the biggest in its class. 

It also retains decent cabin space, allowing it 
to be the sector’s only five-seater convertible, a 
marked contrast to the 500C and the 
newcomer’s other key rival, the well-established 
Mini Convertible - both confirmed four-seaters. 

To be honest, it would be pretty cramped for 
three across the back, but for the young set that 
the car particularly appeals to - 80 per cent will 
be female - that won’t matter too much. 

The second big bonus from the roll-back 
roof is that its aerodynamic benefits over 
a normal convertible roof mean it can be opened 
and closed at speed - real speed. That means 
up to 75mph, compared with the 500C’s 
3 7mph and Mini’s 20mph limit. 

And the cabin is a refined place to be if you 
want to drive open-top. On the other hand, you 
can get as close as you want to the full 
convertible wind-in-the-hair experience by 
simply opening the windows. 

The third key issue is that the DS3 Cabrio 
is just 25 kilos heavier than its sister, with 
similar rigidity, thereby causing very little 
harm to the pleasant driving dynamics of 
the car. 

It remains a good blend of responsiveness 
with stiffness in cornering yet without a 
jarring ride. 

Of course there are small compromises: 
the boot-opening is awkward and vision via the 
rear-view mirror is poor with roof up or down. 

But the smart upmarket DS dashboard, 
fixtures and fittings and seating of the 
hatchback car are retained. Plus there is the 
same high level of customisation options 
beyond what is a generous spec across three 
manual- gearbox petrol-engine powertrain/trim 
options, starting at a not unreasonable 
£15,04 5 for the 1.2 -litre DSign VTi 8 2 - the 
DSport THP 155 flagship costs £19,675.

Coupe turns on more style

AS with any facelift, nips and tucks for cars can 
be tricky, especially if the original ‘physog’ was 
attractive anyway. 

But Peugeot got it right with a reworking for 
its stunning RCZ coupe a few months back, most 
obviously with a sleeker front end that does away 
with what now seems a clumsy black bumper- 
bar on pre-facelift cars. 

The new-look grille also follows the new cor¬ 
porate line pioneered on the 508 family/compa¬ 
ny model and highlighted on the new 208 super¬ 
mini, the car spearheading a spirited UK sales 
drive that saw the French marque’s registrations 
rise 6.3 per cent in the first quarter of this year 
against the same period in 2012. 

But if the 208 has lifted Peugeot’s image, it’s 
fair to say that the RCZ laid the foundations 
after its sensational arrival in 2010, symbolising 
a new ambition and desire to climb the global 
car rankings. 

Audi’s acclaimed TT was the most obvious 
target for the audacious Peugeot, except that the 
RCZ starts at just £21,595 against the German 
model’s £24,490 starting price. 

Spec levels on the RCZ are also generous, with 
the £23,995 1.6-litre GT tested here being laden 
with standard ‘extras’ such as powered and 
heated front seats, leather upholstery, parking 
aids and stunning 19-inch alloys. 

You even get folding back seats, allowing the 
rear of the cabin to be crammed far more than 
you might expect with that curvaceous roof; 
Peugeot has even proved that you could lay a 
mountain bike down across the 760-litre load 
space when the rear seats are down. Boot space 
with seats up is 309 litres, which compares 
favourably with the 348 offered by Peugeot’s 
308 family hatchback. 

The reality of buying a coupe soon hits 
you, though, almost literally, if you sit in the 
back as the trademark swooping roofline -

exagerrated by those lovely aluminium roof 
arches - is too restrictive even for adults of aver¬ 
age height. 

Getting in and out of the back also requires 
an agility that’s best left to the kids; far better 
to admire that roof from some distance, where 
you can appreciate the stylish double-bubble 
design that also channels rain and spray down 
the middle of the rear screen and helps keep 
it clear. 

On the road, the RCZ is a fun car that is also 
economical and practical for long journeys. 

It steers and handles as crisply as it looks, aid¬ 
ed by a tidy six-speed manual change. 

Sports-car purists might moan that it’s not 
rear-wheel-drive, but that would have hiked up 
the cost. 

All versions I’ve driven feel light yet well 
planted, even the 163bhp 2.0-litre diesel engine 
(from £23,430, 0-62mph in 8.7 seconds and 


53.2mpg on the official combined cycle), but the 
best are the two 1.6-litre petrol units: apart from 
the test car’s 156bhp (0-62mph in 8.3 seconds 
and 44.1mpg) there is a 200bhp alternative 
(0-62mph in 7.6 seconds and 42.1mpg). 

There is no penalty to pay for the car’s ability 
to tame a fast and winding route, either; the ride 
quality is impressive for such a capable sports 
car and the cabin is not a bad place to be. 

Peugeot has made big quality strides here and 
there is even decent storage space, but then 
the RCZ had to deliver premium fixtures and 
fittings and a good control layout to compete at 
this level. 

The RCZ is also quite environmentally- 
friendly for a sportster, with the test car emitting 
149g/km ofC02 (£135-a-year road tax), though 
the diesel will be the most attractive to company- 
car user-choosers, with its £125-a-year tax and 
better economy.

Spanish investor eyes takeover 
of crisis dub Ebbsfleet United

EBBSFLEET United fans have given a big 
vote of confidence to a Spanish consortium 
looking to take over the financially- 
troubled club. 

With their relegation confirmed this 
month, and debts reportedly approaching 
the £100,000 mark, there is a real fear 
that the Fleet could be heading into admin¬ 
istration this summer. 

But in the last few weeks a businessman 
from the Canary Islands called Carlos 
Kabir Karani has held tentative talks with 
both the club board and the owner, inter¬ 
net membership group MyFootballClub. 
co.uk, which holds 75 per cent of the club. 

On Wednesday this week fans group The 
Fleet Trust held an open meeting at the re¬ 
quest of MyFC to see if fans supported Mr 
Karani’s interest, which all but one of those 
in attendance did. They also voted unani¬ 
mously against MyFC’s suggestion that the 
trust buy £2 5,000 worth of its shares. 

Mr Karani, 38, and four other investors 
are looking to buy out MyFC and then use 


the club as a development platform for 
talented young footballers from across 
Europe, principally Spain. 

He claims that it would reduce the club’s 
running costs, while its empty coffers 
would be boosted by increased sponsorship 
and commercial activities he is planning. 

He told KOS Media that he had 12 years’ 
experience of working in football as a 
scout, agent and coach, while he has also 
worked as an adviser to professional Span¬ 
ish clubs including Levante and Tenerife. 

He is currently director of the Kabir 
Foundation UK, an organisation helping 
young footballers find clubs. 

“My best jobs have been as an adviser 
trying to rescue clubs from situations such 
as overspending on budgets,” he said. “I 
have had many different businesses. 

“My father has been one of the biggest 
businessmen in the Canary Islands. I come 
from an Indian family and I’m in charge of 
many businesses.” 

He said he and his group, which includes 
two family members, one an owner of a 
Danish investment company called Econet, 
had been looking to get a foothold in 


English football for a while and chose Fleet 
after seeing a plea from the club on the in¬ 
ternet for a ‘white knight’ to invest. 

“For the first three years we have got up 
to £300,000 [to invest] - after that we be¬ 
lieve the club should be self-sustaining,” 
he said. 

“The main difference will be in the play¬ 
ing budget and different commercial and 
sponsorship activities we have planned.” 

Emily Connolly, vice-chairman of the 
Fleet Trust, said: “We are getting to the stage 
where the major consideration is whether 
we have a club next season or not. 

“If we don’t have £100,000 by the end 
of the month, there’s a real possibility of 
administration. He’s offering to put in 
money to clear the debts we have with 
creditors, and to pay the staff and players. 

“One of his major things is to run the 
club with a mix of experienced English 
players and young players brought from 
his academies.” 

Jeff Hamnett, chairman from the MyFC 
society - effectively the MyFC board - con¬ 
firmed that members had started a vote on 
whether to take forward its interest.

Frampton not thinking

Utility man is not done with his career just yet as he looks to carry on 
riding the Gills roller-coaster. He tells Greg Miles about his season. 


ANDY Frampton insists that he has given no 
thought to his Gillingham future as his contract 
with the club heads to its end this summer. 

The 33-year-old, signed by former boss and 
now director of football Andy Hessenthaler, has 
made 30 appearances this season in Martin 
Allen’s promotion-winning side. 

But his contract, along with those of veteran 
striker Deon Burton and left-back Joe Martin, is 
up in the summer.

out and give 100 per cent every time I’m on the 
pitch.” 

The former Crystal Palace defender has, 
though, given thought to his future off the pitch, 
having completed some of his coaching badges. 

“I feel like I’ve got a few years left in my legs. 
The way I look after myself, I think that’s the 


case,” he said. “I’ve done my level two and just 
completed my level three, which is the UEFA B.” 

Gillingham boss Allen is confident that his 
squad is more than capable of making the step 
up to League One next season. 

A large number of players have already per¬ 
formed at that level, with Charlie Lee and Chris 
Whelpdale winning promotion from it with Pet¬ 
erborough United, while Frampton, Burton, 
Stuart Nelson and Adam Barrett have spent the 
majority of their careers in League One.
